2. It is perfectly proper and the law 
contemplates that you should obtain 
from the owner his estimate of the 
value of the different items of property 
listed by him; but it is not your duty to 
accept his estimate as correct or final; 
on the contrary it is your duty—in fact, 
it is your principal function—to deter­ 
mine the value yourself. In order to 
do this intelligently the law requires so 
far as possible that you actually view 
all property assessed. 
3. You are not authorized in any 
case to grant the $100 exemption pro­ 
vided by law. The duty is performed 
by the county auditor. You should 
however inform the tax payers of your 
district that only those who list all of 
their property and swear to their lists 
are entitled to the exemption. 
4. You have no authority to deduct 
debts from credits unless the person 
claiming 
the deduction makes

leaves with you an affidavit showing 
the names and residences of the per­ 
sons to whom the debts are owing and 
setting forth also the other facts re­
